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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The arguments made by the Applicant have been 
considered but are not persuasive. The three arguments the Applicant brings up are that the prior art does not reach "a size and inter-word 
spacing substantially corresponding to an original size and original inter-word spacing," "arranged so as to correspond to an original 
arrangement," and "that a word positioning substantially corresponds to an original word positioning." First, the Examiner would like to point 
out that the word "substantially" is a relative term. Thus, the examiner points out that the text found in Figs. 3 and 5 (Gounares et al., US 
2003/021 5142 Al ) are "substantially" corresponding to each other. However, the Examiner would also like to point out that the Figures are 
merely examples of the prior art's invention. The Examiner points the Applicant to [0037] of the prior art, which states, "The displaed ink 
may be scaled to the current input font.. .and may be displayed inline with other text, and/or may otherwise be altered in its position, size 
and/or color. Alternatively, the displayed ink may retain its original position, size, and/or color." Thus, the "spacing," "arrangment," and 
"positioning" can all be displayed the way the user desires in the prior art, which corresponds to the method desribed by the Applicant. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Claims 24-26 were objected to and have been cancelled. Claims 27-29 were objected to. Applicant cited 
paragraph [0056] for evidence against the objection, however, the Examiner believes the Applicant meant paragraph [0061]. After review 
the objection is withdrawn based upon Applicant's remarks. 
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
